INSURANCE FIRMS SUED 
IN DEATH OF COMFORT 


Actions Will Bring to Issue 
Question of Whether Shoot- 


ing Was — 


Suits were filed today against 


two life insurance companies to col- 
lect $20,000 accident insurance on 
the life of Maj. Norman B. Comfort, 
whose death was caused by a bullet 
wound at his Ladue Village home, 
the night of Jan. 27. 

Filing of the suits wiil bring to 
an issue the question whether the 
death of Maj. Comfort, Clayton real 
estate dealer with a distinguished 
World War record, was accidental. 
The insurance companies have 
withheld payment of the accident 
policies on the contention that the 
case was one of suicide. 

The widow, Mrs. Mary R. Com- 
fort, is plaintiff in the suit for $15,- 
000 against the Columbian National 
Life Insurance Co. Gunther Meier, 
executor of Maj. Comfort’s estate, 
is suing the Pacific Mutual Life In- 
surance Co. for $5000. Maj. Com- 
fort also carried $10,000 accident 
insurance, in the form of double in- 
demnity on a life policy of equal 
amount in the Missouri State Life 
Insurance Co., now the General 
American Life. This is understood 
to have been withheld, while the 
$10,000 life policy, and $13,000 other 
straight life insurance, $23,000 in 
all, was paid soon after his death. 

Allegations in Suits. 

Mrs. Comfort states, in her suit 
against the Columbian National Co., 
that. Maj. Comfort took out $15,- 
p00 accident insurance with the 
company in 1925. She states that 
the company was obligated to pay 
the amount of the policy in case of 
loss of life resulting from bodily in- 
jury, effected directly and independ- 
ently of all other causes, and 
through accidental means, exclud- 
ing self-destruction or attempt 
thereat, while sane or insane. 

She alleges that her husband died 
from the accidental discharge of a 
revolver, within 15 minutes from the 
time of his injury, and that death 
was not occasioned by self-destruc- 
tion. She sets forth affidavits of 
the five men, friends of Maj. Com- 
fort, who were in the home at the 
time of the fatal shot. 

These affidavits, the widow's pe- 
tition states, establish that there 
was no motive for self-destruction, 
and that the surrounding circum- 
stances indicated accident, and that 
death could not have been other 
than accidental. The finding of 
Coroner L. B. Tiernon of St. Louis 
County, that death was accidental, 
is set forth. The suit asks for an 
additional 10 per cent, or $1500, for 
vexatious delay in payment, and 
to cover attorneys’ fees. 

Conclusion of Autopsy. |

Defendants’ Stories. 


Lehne’s defense was that he did 
not shoot Charles William Puhse; 
that he was at home with his 
mother that night; that he con- 
fessed to save “that woman” from 
a murder charge because he loved 
her; that he was joking when he 
attempted to hire someone to mur- 
der Puhse. 

Mrs. Puhse’s defense was that 
she was afraid of Lehne. That, 
she said, was why she left Puhse, 
a Granite City steel worker, to 
whom she had been married 25 
years, and went to live with Lehne, 
a former policeman of Venice, IIl., 
who then was operating a filling 
station. 

It was fear of Lehne that pre- 
vented her from telling her hus- 
band that Lehne called the after- 
noon of last Jan. 25 to borrow 
Puhse’s revolver, and said he would 
be back that night after Puhse 
was asleep, to murder him. 


Denies Giving Signal. 


She explained that Lehne in- 
structed her to leave the front door 


turning on the kitchen light, twice, 
as soon as Puhse was asleep. 

Mrs. Puhse had no intention of 
complying with these instructions, 
she testified, She and her husband 
and their two children, Mildred, 
22 years old, and Earl, 18, went to 
Edwardsville that night and got 
home about 11:30. They had sand- 
wiches and coffee and went to bed. 
Mrs. Puhse went to sleep, as did 
her husband, but awakened at 1:30. 
She was thirsty, she said, so she 
went to the kitchen, turned on the 
light and got a drink. This, she 
declared, was in no way intended 
as a signal to Lehne. It was just, 
she said, that she was thirsty. 
Then she turned off the light and 
wandered in the darkness toward 
the front door. She just wanted 
to make sure, she explained, that 
it was locked so Lehne couldn't 
get in and murder her husband. 


Tells of Lehne’s Entrance. 


She stopped to look out a window 
at the moon and that delayed her 
a minute. When she reached the 
door, she discovered to her sur- 
prise that it was unlatched. Be- 
fore she could latch it, Lehne 
opened it, stepped in and _ said, 
“Ha! So you were going to lock 
me out, were you?” 


She followed Lehne to the bed- 
room, Mrs. Puhse testified, and 
stood beside him as he cocked the 
revolver. She didn’t waken her 
husband because she was afraid 
that would start a fight, and she 
was afraid. Then she left the room. 
She heard a shot and then a-econd 
shot. She barricaded herself in her 
daughter’s room and screamed 
“He’s gone crazy.” But she didn’t 


She was afraid. 
Mrs. Puhse testified at the in- 
quest, two 'days later, that her 
husband had attempted to shoot her 
and she had fled from the room. 
He had threatened, she said, to kill 
himself. Mrs. Puhse gave this 
testimony, she said, because she 
was afraid that Lehne would kill 
her if she told the truth. 
Supports Widow’s Séry. 
Miss Vidla Everett, 18-year-old 
fiancee of Earl Puhse, was one of 
Mrs. Puhse’s witnesses.

New Evidence. | 


A warrant charging George 
Couch, ex-convict, with the murder 
of Patrolman Albert Siko,. a crime 
for which Louis De More is serving 
a life sentence in prison, will be 
issued this afternoon, Circuit At- 
torney Miller announced. 


‘The warrant will place a formal 
charge against Couch,. who has 
been under arrest since Wednesday, 
and will hold him pending action 
by the grand jury, which yesterday 
began an investigation of the evi- 
dence which has come to light since 
De More’s confession, , 

The inquiry was not completed, 
and the grand jury adjourned to 
meet again next Tuesday. Investi- 
gation by police will be continued 
and any new developments submit- 
ted when the grand jury meets 
again. 

De .More, since the arrest of 
Couch, and the recovery of Siko’s 
revolver, missing since he was shot 
to death, has repudiated his confes- 
sion of the killing. He said he 
agreed to plead guilty and accept 
a life sentence because he feared 
he would hang if he went to trial. 
Among those who appeared be- 
fore the grand jury yesterday 
were Couch’s brother, Russell, who 
is‘ quoted by police as having said 
that his brother told him, in expla- 
nation of his possession of Siko’s 
revolver, that he “had to shoot it 
out with a policeman.” 

Through information supplied by 
Russell Couch, police said, they 
have obtained another revolver, 
thought to be the one with which 
Siko was slain, and they have five 
empty .38 caliber cartridges found 
on the roof of a shed at 118 Del- 
mar boulevard, near where Siko 
was shot by-a robber on the night 
of April 29. 

Another witness before the grand 
jury was Thomas ©. Lewis, research 
officer of the Police Department 
and a ballistics expert. His testi- 
mony is presumed to have related 
to comparisons of the empty cart- 
ridges with those fired as test 
shots from the revolver thought to 
have been used in the murder of the 
policeman. 

Thomas E. Fisher, operator of a 
street car, who previously identified 
De More as the robber who sought 
to hold him up and who was pur- 
sued by Siko, also appeared before 
the grand jury. Other witnesses 
were two Negro women, passengers 
of the street car, who originally 
said that De More was not the 
robber. Leroy Fink, who exchanged 
shots with Siko’s killer later in the 
chase, also appeared before thé 


grand jury.

“So it was not a mere question of 
judgment as to how the Constitu- 
tion should operate in the future. 
The fathers knew what the history 
of the past was, and they desired 
to incorporate in the Constitution 
a provision which would always 
hold the taxing power with the 
House of Representatives. 

President’s High . 

“I pause long enough to say that 
I trust those who hear me will un- 
derstand that no part of the view I 
am expressing has an ng to do 
with any doubt on my pat of the 
ability or the high purpose of the 
President of the United States. The 
view vvhich I now express I urged 
as strongly as I could when the 
flexible tariff was before the Sen- 
ate of the United States. In other 
words, I hold the settled convic- 
tion, formed after the best possible 
study I could bring to the subject 
through years of experience, that 
the taxing power in its integrity 
and its fullness should belong to 
those who are. directly responsible 
in the different districts of the 
United States where the people can 
ask for a hearing and be heard at 
almost any time they choose, 

Constitutional Provision. 

“Again, the Constitution provides: 

“All legislative powers herein 
granted shall be vested in a Con- 
gress of the United States.’ 

“Is not the making of a tariff 
a legislative power? Has it not 
been so since the hour when the 
Constitution was framed? Has 
there ever been a time when we 
did not ‘regard the fact of establish- 
ing a rate as the exercise of dis- 
cretion, the exercise of judgment, 
the selection of facts, all of which 
constitute the exercise of legislative 
power? Yet here we are proposing 
to leave to the Executive entire dis- 
cretion, entire judgment, to select 
his own facts, to discard what 
facts he desires, to pass upon the 
matter exactly as you and I would 
pass upon it if we were passing a 
measure here. 

“The taxing power, the treaty- 
making power, the legislative pow- 
er, are all involved in this bill. 

“There is still another provision 
which seems to me equally involv- 
ed, and that is that the. Congress 
shall have power to regulate com- 
merce with foreign nations. 

Powers Asked for. 

“The able speech of the Senator 
from Mississippi (Harrison) was 
addressed to the proposition of in- 
creasing or decreasing or regulat- 
ing commerce with foreign nations. 
The very object and purpose of this 
bill is to impress upon interna- 
tional commerce our will, our de- 
sire, if it is possible to do so; either 
to increase it, decrease it, aug- 
ment it, or diminish it. That is the 
supreme purpose of the measure— 
first, to make a treaty; second, to 
lay a tax; third, to regulate com- 
merce. | — 

“Why is this bill here? Why is 
this measure before Congress ask- 
ing for power? If the President 
had the power, of course, it would 
not be here. He c-mes here and

Vandenberg Sees “Blind Specula- 
tion” and “Reckless Folly.” 
By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, May 18. — The 
administration reciprocal tariff bill 
was described today by Senator 
Vandenberg (Rep.), Michigan, as 
“blind speculation in which we hand 
the President $90,000,000,000 worth 
of blue ¢chips—that being the nor- 
mal value of our domestic markets.” 

Vandenberg termed the bill “reck- 
less folly.” He argued the legisla-~- 
tion ran “exactly in the opposite 
direction from the NRA and AAA, 
which automatically increase do- 
mestic production costs and there- 
fore require higher rathen than 
lower tariffs in order to succeed.” 

Senator Davis (Rep.), Pennsylva- 
nia, said the bill would permit pres- 
idential advisers to “bargain away 
and ruin” industries overnight. He 
proposed an amendment to prohibit 
the President from concluding any 
tariff, agreement with a foreign 
Power respecting articles in the 
production of which the foreign 
labor costs and standards were 
lower than the comparable product 
in this country. 

“If we adopt this principle,” he 
asserted, “the prize of our markets 
becomes an inducement to elevate 
the standards of living abroad, 
bringing them up to the level of 
our own.” .

Nearly 1000 policemen, reinforced 
by several hundred uniformed 
members of the “ordnungs dienst,” 
patrolled the aisles of the hall and 
the streets outside, mdintaining or- 
der after a throng of anti-Naszis 
attempted to break up the meet- 
ing 


Twice the anti-Nazis, chanting 
“down with Hitler!” and singing 
the “Internationale,” charged on 
the hall, only to be repulsed each 
time by police. 

Later six of them were arrested 
in Times Square as they started 
a consolation \ Again, 
while the six were being arraigned 
in night court, their comrades riot- 
ed again downstairs. on the first 
floor, but were subdued. 

Within the packed Garden, the 
name of Hitler was cheered and 
that of Samuel Untermyer, a lead- 


' gf in the boycott, was booed round- 


ly until speakers referred to him 
only as “that man.” 

From the rostrum, draped with 
German and American flags and 
backed. by a black drop bearing a 
white swastika, Louis Zahne de- 
nounced the boycott as “an eco- 
nomic fallacy—economic insanity.” 

George Sylvester Viereck, author, 
condemned the “atrocity-monger- 
ing boycott,” asserting, “German 
baiting has become a racket.”

She ‘told reporters yesterday the 
number of persons at work in- 
creased by 322,000 in April, when 
employment usually stands still or 
falls slightly. : 

Miss Perkins pointed out the Le- 
bor Department’s index of factory 
employment for April was 37.4 per 
cent above the level recorded in 
April last year and the payroll 
index 735 per cent higher than @ 
year ago. 
Reports to the Bureau of Labor 
statistics, she said, showed approxi- 
mately 224,000 pérsons returned to 
employment during April in manu- 
facturing and non-manufacturing 
industries, 85,000 on projects fi- 
nanced with Public Works funds, 
and nearly 13,000 on railroads. 
Factory employment for the 
month was listed at 82.3 per cent 
of the 1923-1925 average as com- 
pared with 80.8 in March, and pay- 
roll index was reported to have 
climbed from 648 in March to 67.3.

Strict construction of this gold 
clause in the bonds, it was held,

Attorneys for the ~Missouri Pa- 
cific trustees, for the Reconstruc- 
tion Finance Corporation and for 
the United States Commissioner of 
Internal Revenue, opposed the 
withdrawal of the gold clause pe- 
tition, unless they could be  as- 
sured that the petition would not 
be revived. Judge Faris took the 
matter under advisement, and di- 
rected the counsel’to file. briefs. 

Court’s Ruling in Similar Case. 

Since the petition relating to the 
gold clause was filed in the Mis- 
souri Pacific case, Judge Faris, on 
Feb. 24, decided in a . Missouri 
drainage’ bond case that Congress 
has the power to make any lawful 
money legal tender for payment of 
debts, even though the debtor may 
have agreed to pay in gold. 

At today’s hearing, E. W. Bourne, 
representing the Bankers’ Trust Co. 
of New York, appeared as counsel 
for the Iron Mountain bondholders. 
When Bourne asked for leave to 
withdraw his petition for a ruling 
on the gold clause, E. J. White, 
counsel for the Missouri Pacific 
trustees, asked whether Bourne 
was willing to have the withdrawal 
made “with prejudice.” This would 
prevent the petition from being re- 


lnewed. When Bourne said he de- 


sired to withdraw the petition 
without prejudice, White announced 
his oppositon, as did Max O’Rell 
Truitt, RFC counsel, and District 
Attorney Blanton, representing the 
Commissioner of Internal Revenue. 
“Vital Issue in Reorganization.” ° 

White said the gold clause claim, 
so long ag there was a possibility

Deserted Mine Said to Have Been 
Used as Dillinger Hideout. 
By the Associated. Press. 

Y CHICAGO. May 18.—Reports that 
Federal agents had discovered at a 
deserted mine the hideout John Dil- 
linger used after he and his gang 
had shot their way to freedom from 
the Little Bohemia resort in Wis- 
consin spurred the search for him 
today. 

The Milwaukee Sentinel said the 
supposed hideout was in the aban- 
doned zinc mill of a mine 10 miles 
southeast of Platteville in the 
southwestern corner of Wisconsin. 
The newspaper said 40 Federal 
agents had been searching the area 
since April 23 and 24 when Dillin- 
ger is thought to have hidden in 
the mine. 

The Dubuque (Iowa) Herald Tel- 
egraph, with a similar report of 
the finding of the hideout, said 
confirmation had come from Mel- 
vin H. Purvis, chief of the Chicago 


| office of the Federal Bureau of 


Investigation, but at Purvis’ head- 
quarters it was said information 
on the confirmation was lacking. 

The Iowa paper also reported 
that the agents had found the farm 
house where Edward G. Bremer, 
kidnaped St. Paul banker, had been 
held prisoner. The house is not far 
from the abandoned mine. 

The mine hideout was said to be 
in a deserted section of hilly coun- 


‘try, settled early in Wisconsin’s his- 


tory and seldom visited. The build- 
ings are made of natural stone con- 
structed by the early settlers, and 
include an old stone tower from 
which the Dillinger gang could well 
have kept a lookout.

A shipment of honey-dew melons 
from California this week brought 
a golden skin variety with pink 
meat—domething like a cross be- 
tween the average honey-dew and 
pink-meat cantaloupes. 

A whole carload of raspberries, 
also from California, brought prices 
down for this berry. There are also 
blackberries and cherries. 

Strawberries, of course, lead in 
sales as there are quantities in and 
prices are low. 

The first home-grown strawber- 
ries from the southern part of the 
state came in this week, but the 
quantity was limited and the com- 
paratively few crates sold at a 
premium. 

A new shipment of Emperor 
grapes from the Argentine added 
charm to many fruit stalls this 
week.

“I know my little girl, 6 years 
old, should drink more milk, but 
she doesn’t like it and it seems im- 
possible to get her to take much 
every day.” , 
“With me, it is not ignorance of 
the importance of milk nor lack 
of money to buy it. It’s merely the 
fact that the child won't take it. 
Can you suggest anything?) 
First; let us ask this mother if 
she drinks milk herself—often the 
easiest way to induce a child to 
take something is to see mother 
doing it. 
Don’t Talk About It. 
Then, about the surest way to 
make her hate a thing is to con- 
stantly force it on her. Put it at 
her plate but don’t talk about it 
all ‘the time! 
Then try serving some of her 
quota of milk in other ways than 
as a beverage—of course, it’s toibe 
hoped she'll drink a little every 
day, too. 
But there are creamed vegetables, 
milk soups with vegetables, cus- 
tards and fresh fruits and berries 
with cream or milk. 
And there’s one sure way of giv- 
ing milk or cream to a child—one 
that is never refused—ice cream. 
With summer coming on, the milk 
question is easier on mother for 
wholesome ice cream, either home- 
made or bought from. reliable 
shops, is good in moderate amounts 
for the child and increases her milk 
allowance.

LONDON, May 18.—Sir John Si- 


mon, British Foreign Secretary, de- 
clared today that Great Britain was 
not pledged to “preserve” the integ- 
rity of China and would not par- 
ticipate in direct sanctions against 


Japan or any other power in other 
parts of the world unless the Unit- 
ed States gave its full co-operation. 


Reaffirming Great Britain’s de- 
termination to “respect” China’s 
political integrity, Sir John said: 

“Great Britain has never signed 
any treaty to preserve the terri- 
torial integrity of China.” 

Referring to the demands of 
some of the opposition that Great 
Britain embark on a policy of eco- 
nomic sanctions in an effort to 
forestall any war, he declared: 

“Economic sanctions cannot be 
applied without the risk of war. 
And we cannot undertake any sys- 
tem of sanctions or effective action | 
of this type unless the United 
States co-operates.” : 

Praises U. 8S. Aid to League. 

Simon extensively praised the 
United States’ aid to the League of 
Nations “which I hereby gratefully 
and publicly recognize.” 

The House of Commons, he de- 
clared, “must understand however 
the limitations under which the. 
United States is likely to act.” 

He intimated that Great Britain 
was willing to participate in an in- 
ternational policy of sanctions 
(that is, reprisals against treaty vi- 
olations) in specific cases. should 
the United States as well as other 
nations interested agree to it form- 
Qliy. 

“Nevertheless,” said Sir John, “it 
must be recognized that a policy of 
Sanctions cannot be set up like a 
bottle of medicine for dosage where 
and when it is needed. 

“This is a matter necessitating 
the full review of each individual 
case and, before action by any 
power of this mature is taken, all 
interested must formally agree.” 

He reaffirmed Great Britain’s de- 
fire to reach an agreement at 
Geneva on disarmament and said 
Great Britain already had set an 
example in the reduction of arms 
and now it was up to other nations 
to follow suit. 

Attack on British Policy. 

A charge that Japan is planning 
to carve out of Chinese territory a 
“Manchukuo No. 2” was made by 
Sir Stafford Cripps during debate 
on foreign affairs.

NEW YORK, May 18.—James P. 
Warburg) vice chairman of the 


Bank of the Manhattan Co., ad- 
dressed the National Association 
of Mutual’ Savings Banks at the 
Waldorf-Astoria Hotel last night. 
He gave an adverse view of the 
monetary policies of the Roose- 
velt administration, in their effect 
on the savings bank depositor. 

| “We are living,” Warburg said, 
“in a time when strange things are 
being done to the economic order, 
and many strange ideas are being 
tried. Much of this is a necessary 
consequence of the admitted fail- 
ure of our past leaders. Much of it 
is a natural revulsion against the 
excesses committed under the old 
order. But much, too, is an unnec- 
essary and unwise emotional jetti- 
soning of anything and everything 
that had to do with the traditions 
and beliefs of the past. 

“Today all too many of our econ- 
omists are political economists, with 
the accent on the political. Today 
our commercial bankers are so in- 
timidated by the criticism and abuse 
that has been heaped upon them— 
so conscious that some of it, though 
by no means all, is merited—that 
scarcely a voice is heard. 

Thinks Injustice Is Done. 
“Upon you, the savings bankers, 
who are immune from popular dis- 
‘ily, it seems to me, the duty to 
make your voices heard, wherever 
and whenever you see injustice be- 
ing done to the interests of the mil- 
lions whom you disinterestedly rep- 
resent. 

“I believe a great.injustice is be- 
ing done to every man and woman 
who has money deposited in your 


I 
shall confine myself to two major 
reasons: 

“(1) The savings depositor is 
actually being deprived of a part 
of his savings. 

“(2) The savings depositor is in 

the process of being denied the 
opportunity of receiving a fair 
r return on his savings. 
“IT say that the savings depositor 
is actually being deprived of a part 
of his savings, because we have 
embarked upon a monetary policy 
which, though in many ways ob- 
scure, is quite clear in one respect. 
It is a policy of deliberately depre- 
ciating the dollar in order to raise 
prices and lighten the so-called 
‘burden of debt.’ 

What Depreciation Means. 

“T do not hesitate to affirm my 
conviction that a savings depositor 
is damaged directly and immedi- 
ately to the extent that such a pol- 
icy is successful. Reducing the 
value of $100 to $60 is the same 
thing as taking away $40 out of 
every $100. 

“T do not mean that the amount 
of the damage done at present is| 
40 per cent, just because the gold 
content of the dollar has been re- 
duced by that amount, or because 
the dollar is selling for about 60 
cents of its old par in terms of 
foreign exchange. The dollar is 
probably still about an 85 to 90 
cent dollar in internal purchasing 
power. Therefore, the savings de- 
positor—unless he intended to 
spend his money abroad—has so 
far only lost, af most, one-sixth of 
his savings. 4 
“But it seems to me that for the 
great majority, if not for all of 
your depositors, a loss of $15 in 
every $100 is a very serious loss in- 
deed. 

“Reflating” Price Level. 

“Nor is that the worst of it. 
Frank avowal by the Government 
of its intention to seek a consider- 
ably higher price level—which is 
the same thing as seeking a consid- 
ably lower dollar—which is a very 
definite threat of greater loss still 
to be inflicted upon the savings de- 
positor. 

“The Government itself has net, 
to my knowledge, defined the exact 
extent-to which it seeks to debase 
the purchasing power of the dollar 
—or, to use the polite phrase, to 
what extent it seeks to ‘reflate’ the 
price level. Some of the proponents 
of this policy have been more spe- 
cific than the Government. They 
have advocated the restoration of 
a 1926 ‘honest dollar.” Why the 
1926 dollar should be any more hon- 
est than the 1913 dollar, or the dol- 
lar of any other particular year, is 
something which, to me at least, 
remains shrouded in mystery. I 
only know that the 1926 price level 
means that a housewife would have 
to pay 18 cents for a yard of ging- 
ham as against 10 cents today; that 
a man would have to pay $5 for a 
pair of shoes as against $3.50 today; 
that a pound of butter would cost

WASHINGTON, May 18.—United 
States envoys in Argentina, Brazil, 
Chile and Peru are seeking the sup- 
port of those governments in a 
plan for joint action to end the war 
between Bolivia and Paraguay. 

Bolivia and Paraguay are land- 

‘Cked nations. All war munitions 
must be imported through the four 
countries whose territories sur- 
round them. 

Officials here think that an 
agreement between the United 
States and those four contiguous 
republics to prohibit all arms ship- 
ments and to prevent smuggling of 
munitions across their borders 
would end the Chaco war. 

Unified Action Sought. 

South American envoys have held 
a series of conferences with Sum- 
ner Welles, Assistant Secretary of 
State, on all phases of the problem. 
The State Department now awaits 
Only the adherence of the four 
neighbor nations to a unified course 
of action. 

Co-operation with European na- 
tions in an embargo on arms ship- 
ments.to the belligerents, advocat- 
ed by Great Britain at Geneva, 
would be supplementary to the 
Latin-American embargo and anti- 
smuggling action. 

The President now lacks author- 
ity to declare an embargo as de- 
sired by the League of Nations, but 
a Senate bill now awaiting House 
action would grant him the fre- 


The measure has been held up

Designer a Woolworth 
Building and St. Louis’ 
Art Museum and Library, 


Died in England.

LONDON, May 18—The body of 
Cass Gilbert, noted American archi- 
tect, who died yesterday in Brock- 
enhurst, Hampshire, will be tak- 
en to the United States for burial. 
Mr. Gilbert, who was 74 years old, 
became ill in London recently, and 


by a physician’s advice, went to the 
Hampshire village for a rest, ‘ar- 
riving there last Friday, with his 
wife and daughter. He did not im- 
prove, and yesterday succumbed to 
an attack of heart disease. 


Designed St, Louis Art Museum and 
Central Library. 
Mr. Gilbert was nationally emi- 
nent in architecture for 35 years, 
having designed the New York 
Custom House in 1899. Soon after 
this, he became one of a group 
which created the Louisiana Pur- 
chase Exposition, the St. Louis 
World’s Fair of 1904. 
He designed the Fine Arts Build- 
ing of the Exposition, on Art Hil! 
in Forest Park. The central part 
of this structure, built of perma- 
nent materials, is now the St. Louis 
City Art Museum; two temporary 
wings of equal size were at either 
end. The Exposition aythorities 
decided that the Art building, 
while adequate to its purpose, was 
not what was desired as the cen- 
ter of the Fair picture. They called 
on Gilbert to design another struc- 
ture which should conceal his Art 
building, and form the central set- 
ting of the lagoon basin. The re- 
sult was Festival Hall, an ornate 
dome which stood in front of the 
Art building, and which, with its 
flanking colonnades, cut off the 
view of the Art building from be- 
low. The cascades in front of Fes- 
tival Hall, and on either side of 
the slope, made a water link be- 
tween the Hall and the lagoon. 
Designed Woolworth Bailding. 
In the years following the St. 
Louis Fair, Mr. Gilbert designed 
several public buildings:of the first 
importance ,-One of them is the 
Ce Library in St. Louis, and 
ther the Detroit Public Library. 
er buildings of note designed 
by Bim were the state capitols of 
Minnesota, Arkansas and West Vir- 
ginia; buildings of the University of 
"Minnesota and University of Texas; 
the Treasury Annex in Washington;

Received Medal in St. Louis. 

He repeated these views when, at 
a dinner three years ago, he re- 
ceived the gold medal of the So- 
ciety of Arts and Sciences.

It could have made good only 
part of the issues against it. The rest was credit. 
Uncle Sam was behind it. | 

Obviously, it Would be unfair for the Government 
to buy at a high price the stores of silver accumulat- 
ed by individuals and corporations in anticipation 
of a silver agreement. The Government will not do 
so. It proposes to nationalize these stocks, as it na- 
tionalized gold. The Government will buy silver at 
the market price, but it will establish a price for 
silver already held in the United States. This will 
approximate 560 cents an ounce for an estimated 250,- 
000,000 ounces. Once it is in the Government’s pos- 
session, silver will have a monetary value of about 
$1.29 an ounce. That is, this will be the value of 
certificates issued against it. As in the gold opera- 
tion, the profit will be Uncle Sam’s. The total infla- 
tion is estimated at some $1,750,000,000. ; 

This does not mean that Washington hag sur- 
rendered to the silver states. Inflation in the Unit- 
ed States has been less than most nations have found 
imperative in the post-war period. It has, moreover, 
been an adroit and skillful inflation, one far re- 
moved from the hysteria of starting the printing 
presses. Silver merely offers a means of continuing 
this orderly process. It serves as money in much of 
the world. We have ourselves always, used it as mon: 
ey in some sense. To give it an artificial value, as 
Washington proposes doing, is therefore more prac- 
ticable than to select some other commodity for this 
purpose. Indeed, it is an old human tradition. “Sil- 
ver and gold have I none, but such as I have give I 
thee,” said Peter. 

Naturally, the silver states are elated, for to make 
silver one of the metals behind our money will stim- 
ulate silver mining. It will not make a high price 
for all the silver that can. be mined. Silver is abun- 
dant. Mexico, which produces about half the world 
supply, is particularly rich in silver. What the new 
silver policy may do that is more important is t 
bring gold out of the vaults. Things may assume a 
greater value than gold. This may stimulate buying. 
It is so with all inflation, as we have already seen. 
To depress money is to raise the price ofsgoods by 
accelerating the demand. Whether or not the pro- 
posed silver operation can be made to have this effect 
remains to be seen. If not, it will do no harm. Like 
Prof. Warren’s gold theory, if that, too, shall be re- 
jected, it can be placed in the museum of historical 
failures, over the entrance to which is the legend, 
“Weighed and found wanting.” 

The silver people make too many claims for silver. 
They would have us believe that bimetallism in the 
United States would stimulate our exports by increag- 
ing the purchasing power of the silver-using Orient. 
Few disinterested people believe this. Most econ- 
omists do not believe it. In the controversial sense, 
the silver agreement will serve.an excellent purpose, 
While providing us with a further inflation, neces- 
sary to a debt-ridden nation, it will also serve to put 
Mr. Bryan in a softer historical light. After all, he 
thought only what many men have come to think. 
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ZARO AGHA’S SECRET. 

Zaro Agha of Istanbul, said to be the oldest man 
in the world, is looking for a new wife, who would 
be his thirteenth. The dispatch bearing these tid- 
ings also asserts the aged Turk is 164 years old, and 
this is much more startling news than his matri- 
monial quest.

“Our investigation,” says the report, “discloses a 
condition in Chicago that amounts almost to criminal

Two of the receiverships under investigation are 
among the largest in the history of American finance, 
that of the Chicago, Milwaukee & St. Paul Railroad, 
which Judge Wilkerson handled, being the largest. 
There is no news in what the committee reports 
about the reorganization of this once prosperous rail 
road. Max Lowenthal, in “The Investor Pays,” a 
painstaking study of how it was performed, told al! 
about it, and, before he did, much of it had been 
reported in the news columns. Judge Lindley is 
censured for his conduct of the receivership of Mid 


the receiverships in his court. 
Concluding that “receiverships and bankruptcy 
matters have degenerated into nothing more or less 
than a pure and simple racket,” the subcommittee de- 
mands “congressional legislation and congressional 
action.” Legislation on the conduct of receiverships, 
obviously, is in order. So, too, is action looking. to 
the removal of unfit Judges. The present plan of im- 
peachment and trial of Federal Judges ig far too cum- 
bersome, as has been demonstrated repeatedly. Re 
gardless of how thoroughly a Federal Judge is. dis- 
qualified by the disclosures, it is virtually impossible 
to unseat one. Removal requires a two-thirds vote 
of the Senate, and party alignments make that ma- 
jority very difficult to obtain. Moreover, the long- 
drawn-out process consumes valuable time. 
' If the Judges named in this report are guilty of the 
charges brought against them, they have rendered 
themselves unfit for further service in the Federal 
judiciary. Difficulties experienced in the past, when 
attempts have been made to remove unfit Federal 
Judges, should not deter the House Judiciary Qom- 
mittee from recommending whatever action it feels 
the facts justify.

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BUSINESS BLUES. 

One of the Washington columnists, writing on the 
complaints being sounded by business against New 
Deal legislation, quotes a letter from Frank C. Rand, 
St. Louis shoe manufacturer. “I do not recall a period 
in which business has ever been as uncertain or as 
hesitant as at the present moment,” the letter writer 
begins, and goes on to describe the lamentably blue 
conditions of all business lines, particularly his own. 

Let us now glance at the April letter of the Na- 
tional City Bank. This shows that 18 shoe manu- 
facturing firms made a profit of $3,204,000 in 1932. 
Im 1938, the same concerns cleared $12,873,000. 

Bringing the figures home, the International Shoe 
Co., of whose board Mr. Rand is chairman, reported 
profits of $6,647,527 in 1932, and of $9,090,566 in 1933. 

That’s pretty good for “uncertain” and “hesitant” 
business. So why those blues? 
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RUSSIA IS LEARNING. 

Moscow continues to retreat from Moscow. The 
latest withdrawal is in the field of education—in 
the kindergartens and primary schools. The ruling 
j powers have recaptured a truth they had forgotten,

about childhood’s inalienable right to play. So in 
the kindergartens, toyland is again joyland. “Any 
toy that makes a child laugh is a good toy.” That 


is the philosophy a woman of wisdom has been try- 
ing to drive into the theoretical heads of the high- 
er-ups. She has succeeded. As a result, the old toys, 
each with a pack of propaganda on its back, have 
been junked. In their place are toys that delight, 
amuse, entertain. 

Cherished theory is being banished from the pri) 
mary schools. Marxian maps and deleted history, 
it has been found, are not educational. Fat¢tual ge 
ography and history as it has been and is being 
made are to be taught. In a word, Russian authority 
is coming to realize that this is a realistic world, 
that it is in this realistic world Russia must work 
out its destiny, and if it is going to get anywhere, 
Russians must know the realities. 

They are learning, in a word, that their psychology 
has been goofy. It was inevitable they should, Karl 
Marx, as someone has said, was “a capable historian, 
a brilliant dialectician, an interesting economist and 
a rotten psychologist.” Russian Commiunigm swal- 
lowed the Marxian doctriné, hook, line and sinker. 
It set out to “remold the world,” not merely “nearer 
to its heart’s desire,” as Omar Khayyam day-dreamily 
proposed, but literally and precisely after the Marx- 
ian pattern. But along the road it has frequently 
encountered realities that have proved to be indé 
structible; prejudices, traditions, instincte—these 
“imponderables” which old Blood-and-Iron Bismarc 
acknowledged must prevail. + aN

Difficulties of Economic Planning 


This is an extract from another of the series of 
lectures being delivered by Mr. Lippmenn at Harvard 
University this week, under the title, “The Method of 
Freedom,” for the Edwin Lawrence Godkin Foundation. 


HE sheer complexity ofthe industrial 

system would baffle any set of official 

planners who set out to direct it. in- 
deed, it can be shown, i believe, that the 
more varied the products of an industrial 
order, the- less possible it becomes to dea) 
with it as a planned economy. 

That is why institutions which desire to 
stabilize their eperations and to operate ac- 
cording to a plan—armies, for example, and 
prisons, hospitals and boarding houses, serve 
their meals table d’hote and not a la carte, 
The principle has general] validity; the op- 
portunity to plan is in proportion to the 
limitation of the consumer’s choice. 

It is easier to plan in prisons than in 
hotels, in the commissariat of an army than 
in a department store. it is easier to plan 
and stabilize men’s uniforms.than women’s 
evening gowns, men’s hats than women's 
hats, telephones than newspapers, school 
text-books than new novels, garbage collec 
tion than modernist paintings.

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How to Read 
By Simple Stages 
Mrs. Brooke P. Church | 


OLLY was only four when she 
made up her mind to learn how 
to read, She teased her mother 
so persistently, that Mrs. Jones 
finally bought a primer and start- 
ed lessons. 
The first day,she taught Molly the 
simple sentence, “See the cat.” She 
showed her the words, spelled them 
out, and let the child find others 
like them in the book, insisting on 
their spelling each time. The les- 
son lasted three minutes. 

Once every day, when mother and 
daughter had a leisure moment, the 
lessons were continued. At three 
minutes a day Molly had a reading 
knowledge of more than a hundred 
words by the end of a month. | 
The lessons were lengthened to 
five minutes and the rate of learn- 
ing also increased. The new words 
were always spelled aloud so that 
eye. and ear both were receiving 
impressions. 

By the end of six months Molly 
was in the third reader, and when 
she went to kindergarten at five, 
could read fluently almost anything 
offered to her. 

Unless a child evinces a desire to 
read, four is a little young to start. 
But if the child is really interested 
and determined to learn, there is 
nothing easier than teaching it. 

It would be well to have his eyes 
examined first, for a child who 
masters reading so early is sure to 
do a great deal of it, and should be 
guarded against eye strain. 

The lessons should be made a 
treat and not a chore. If the child 
grows restless there is no need to 
become annoyed or to insist on his 
going on, It is best to close the 
book and put it away on the 
grounds that the child is tired. and 
so not fit to study. As soon as the 
lesson becomes drudgery its value 
is mueh leéssened if not entirely 
gone.
